The  election  for  sophomore  vice 
president  which  was  invalidated 
by  a Supreme  Court  ruling  will 
be  held  at  the  same  time  as  the 
freshmen  elections  next  fall,  said 
Elections  Chairman  Bev  Mc- 
Knight. 

PRESIDENT-elect  Dave  Boy- 
ack  has  appointed  Dallas  Jones, 
the  candidate  elected  in  the  in- 
validated election,  as  acting  vice 
president. 

A separate  Supreme  Court  rul- 
ing lengthening  the  time  limit 
originally  set  for  the  election 
“may  not  be  necessary,”  said 
Chief  Justice  Scott  Bergeson.  It 
was  originally  set  before  the  sec- 
ond Friday  because  offices  va- 
cant after  that  time  may  be  filled 
by  appointment.  Since  the  office 
was  never  filled,  an  election  will 
have  to  be  held.

Perception 
Essential 
In  Leader 


“Perception  is  the  touch-stone 
ol  rewarding  leadership,”  said  Dr. 
Sterling  Sessions,  chairman  of 
the  Business  Management  Dept. 
Saturday  at  the  annual  Spring 
Leadership  Conference. 

Dr.  Sessions  explained  that  a 
touch-stone  is  a type  of  stone 
formerly  used  as  a standard  test 
for  the  purity  of  gold  or  silver 
shown  by  the  streak  metal  leaves 
on  it. 

EVERYONE  HAS  his  own  view- 
point and  sees  through  glasses  of 
his  own  experience,  said  Dr.  Ses- 
sion. “Viewpoints,”  he  continued, 
“are  the  answer  to  the  under- 
standing of  the  human  being.” 

Perception  symbolizes  life  at 
the  fullest  but  the  qualities  of 
perception  change  over  a period 
of  time,  he  explained. 

He  used  for  an  example  of  per- 
ception the  story  of  a blind  man 
sitting  in  the  heather  on  a high 
cliff  overlooking  the  sea.  Al- 
though he  was  blind  he  was  able 
to  perceive  the  sounds  of  the 
waves  pounding  on  the  cliff  and 
the  screeching  cry  of  sea  gulls. 

LEADERS  MUST  have  high 
perception,  love,  appreciation  and 
understanding  of  others  to  be  a 
good  leader.  One  must  have  these 
qualities  about  himself  in  order 
to  have  them  for  those  he  serves, 
according  to  Dr.  Sessions. 

The  challenge  of  leadership  is 
to  create  an  environment  in 
which  people  can  grow,  he  said.
